At Publicity Jump by 
Scientist Oppenheimer

Oppenheimer who gave the press 
th** confidential papers in the case 
against him. 
Ile broke no laws in 
so doing, hut the famed scientist 
thus won a publicity advantage of 
enormous proportions. 


In this interval between publica­ 
tion of the charges that Oppen­ 
heimer is a security risk and the 
time a security board decision is 
handed down, the public will have 
before it the scientist’s detailed 
and 
emphatic repudiation. 
And 
there will be this interval in which 
interested persons can organize a 
powerful propaganda campaign in 
Oppenheimer* behalf 
Receives Support 
Scientists generally are expected 
to rally to ins cause and a large 
body of the lay public began mov­ 
ing to his side Tuesday when the 
newest Oppenheimer chapter un 
folded as one of the shockers of 
recent history. 
The Atomic Energy Commission

Strauss exhibited considerable 
courage in suspending Oppenheim­ 
er and that he would not continue 
his own inquiry unless the adminis­ 
tration's investigation bogs down.

LONDON—(N EA JI—Can the Brit­ 
ish arrest an American GI for re­ 
fusing to .support a child born out 
of wedlock?

Take the case of Lloyd II Green­ 
wood. one of the first of 300 vet­ 
erans who have had the chance to 
learn the process. 
\s an officer 
in the Army Air Force hi* lost his 
sight when wounded on a mission 
over Vienna. 
In 1045 he became 
a patient 
at Valley Forge and 
while there was introduced to the 
long cane 
In three months. Greenwood was 
able to walk, around on his own 
Soon after he cam e to Washington 
to become Executive Director of 
ihe Blinded Veterans Association 
For six years he devoted time and 
effort to the cause of blinded vet­ 
erans 
Today he is a freelance 
writer. 
When the VA wanted to make 
a documentary film about the long 
cane they 
called on Greenwood. 
He agreed and went to Hines to 
play 
a 
role he had once been 
through himself. 


Here is the step In step training 
of a blind veteran named McCabe, 
as portrayed by Greenwood in the 
VA movie. “ The Long Cane." 
The day McCabe entered Hines 
he was given a long aluminum 
cane 
Private instructors patiently 
began teaching him how to handle 
the strange object 
For many days 
he practiced by walking the cor­ 
ridors of Hines 
Finally he found 
the cane began hitting obstacles 
before he did. 
Between lessons McCabe learn­ 
ed to type. read Braille and ac 
custom himself to eating and neat­ 
ly dressing without aid. 
The second stage of the training 
occurred 
outside where McCabe 
tackled the grounds and eventually 
the small town of Hines. 
Slowly 
the swinging tip of his cane be­ 
came more and more sensitive as 
it accurately revealed curbs, stair­ 
ways and trees 
But 
along the 
way there wore discouraging mis­ 
takes.

The greatest problem for Mc­ 
Cabe, as with all veterans, came 
in gaining confidence in his ability 
to use the cane 
An instructor al- 
w a\s stayed close by as he strug­ 
gled with new and harder situa­ 
tions. 
The last stage of McCabe’s orien­ 
tation took place in the Loop in 
Chicago. 
No one at Hines looks 
forward to this ordeal, for walk 
ing in Ihe confusion ajid rush of 
the city presents the toughest con­ 


ditions imaginable 
A veteran who 
can 
successfully cope 
with Chi­ 
cago is ready to leave Hines and 
resume a normal life. 
Most make the grade, a few do 
not 
For those that do the long 
cane gives them vision enough to 
make a way for themselves with­ 
out having to depend on help. That 
is all they ask.

Faith 
in the 
Resurrection is still expressed by 
customs essentially unchanged, but 
many early Faster symbols have 
faded away 
l ake the peacock, si favorite Fas 
tor symbol for over live centuries. 
Because of an amazing life span, 
ancients believed its flesh resist­ 
ed decay; hence, immortality. As 
a result, peacocks were being in­ 
scribed on church walls long after 
the Roman Empire adopted Chris 
tianity as the state religion. 
Early Christian! also preferred 
jonquils to Easter lilies, because 
their petals resembled a trumpet, 
the musical instrument mentioned 
most often in the Bible

cials a I Towed any flowers to beau­ 
tify Easter services. 
Even the Cross, universal sym­ 
bol of Faster, has been altered. 
Originally, it was completely un 
adorned 
To lighten memory of 
the Crucifixion, a halo of flowers 
was often placed above. 
By the Rth century bas reliefs of 
( brist were usually to be found 
on the ( loss. 
At that time, Jesus 
was always represented as alive, 
young and beardless, with a loving 
compassionate expression. 
However, most churches did not 
affix the ( loss to their structures, 
or use it as interior or altarpieces, 
until the 1400’s. 
The influence of 
Renaissance artists then took hold 
Their inspired 
paintings 
of the 
"Crucifixion,” “ Descent From The 
Cross," and many other Biblical 
scenes helped establish two things 
our modern conception of the 
Saviour's 
appearance,
